WA8IHXQT05, April ISth.—The Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations this morning agreed to report 
certain amendments t > the House anti Chinese bill, 
instead of reporting a new bill. This is done to 
facilitate tbe passage of the measure by avoiding 
having two different bills. 
The House bill was received by the Seuate this 
morning, and the Senate Committee wiil report 
when it cornea up for their amendments 
O e 
amendment is to require the President of the United 
States, instead of Collectors of Ports, to enforce the 
provision for sending out of the country Chinese 
who come in violation of this Act. Another amend 
ment is to strike out the fourteenth and fifteenth 
sections of the House bill, providing that no State 
Court shall admit Chinese to citizenship, and defin­ 
ing the words “ Chinese laborers” to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers, and Chinese em­ 
ployed in mining. There are other amendments to 
be offered but they are verbal. 
T he P rop osed A m en d m en ts to th e H ouse 
C h in ese B ill. 


W a sh in g t o n , April 18th.—In order to obtain the 
desired auth rity to report hack the House Chinese 
bill from the Foreign Relations Committee without 
delay. Senator Miller was obliged at to day's meet­ 
ing to accept a number cf amendments offered bv 
Ldmunds, including a recommendation to strike out 
the fourteenth and fifteenth sections, known as the 
Farlev and Grover amendments to the original bill; 
but he will heartily co-operate with those Senators 
and friends of the vetoed bill in having the commit­ 
tee’s recommendation in this regard promptly re­ 
ported. 
He says he has no doubt whatever that 
these sections will be rt tained by a decisive vote in 
the Senate. The other amendments, in Miller’s 
opinion, although not made at his instance, but 
solely 011 motion of Edmunds, will strengthen the 
bill. All but two < f them are verbal amendment-», 
which make the phraseology somewhat clearer, and 
these two seem to be based on amply sufficient 
grounds.

It is just now being alleged as a reproach 
against the Administration that in recon­ 
structing bis Cabinet President Arthur has 


surrounded himself with “ Stalwarts,” and 
that he hasgotridof almost every vestige of 
the Garfield element. Of course this change 
is not agreeable to those who belonged to 
the Garfield wing of the party, 
but it 
seems to us that however unsatisfactory it 
may be, it is perfectly natural under the 
circumstances. 
From government by party 
to government by clique is but a short step. 
Under the principles of “ machine ” poli­ 
tics which have been practically accepted 
for many years by the majority of the peo­ 
ple, the theory that the Administration 
should represent the nation has been dis­ 
carded. 
A ll the government offices have 
long been regarded as the special perqui­ 
sites of the party in power, and it only 
needed a little extension of this doctrine 
to justify the monopoly of the good things 
at disposal by a particular clique of that 
party. 
Nor can it be seriously doubted 
that if President Garfield had lived, the 
men who looked to him for support would 
have demanded the complete exclusion of 
the “Stalwart” wing from office, and it is by 
no means certain that Garfield would have 
been strong enough to resist this demand. 
Every Blaine politician knows perfectly 
well that if his wing could have had their 
way they would not have left a jot or a 
tittle of power or patronage in the hands of 
their opponents ; that in fact they would 
almost sooner havp assisted Democrats to 
office than Grant or Coukling men. 
There 
is no more breadth, magnanimity or liberal­ 
ity in one wing than in the other. 
They 
all believe in the same methods. 
They all 
propose to support and maintain them ­ 
selves in the same way. 
But the truth is 
that the assassination of Garfield put the 
Grant-Conkling clique on top, and that 
they have p^pceeded to make the most of 
their ODportunities precisely as any other 
politicians would have done in their place. 
And it seems to us alike futile and 
poor-spirited for those who firmly believe 
in the methods which both they and their 
opponents employ, to cry out against the 
policy of the latter, aud to set up the 
hypocritical pretense that it is unfair. 
From their own best recognized stand­ 
point it is not unfair, for it is exactly what 
they intended to do had Garfield lived. 
And there certainly never was any ground 
for supposing that when General Arthur 
became President he would abandon the 
methoda which all his party friends had 
agreed to accept as orthodox. 
He was 
bred up in the school of “ maehine” poli­ 
tics. 
He has been taught to regard that 
school as the ripest development of Re­ 
publican statesmanship. 
W hy should he 
abandon it at the suggestion of those 
whom he knows to be his enemies ? 
He 
ii perfect’y capable of p rceiving that the 
only result of distributing Cabinet and 
other places im paitially between the two 
wings of the party would be to surrender 
the best opportunities within his reach for 
strengthening himself, and to give his ene­ 
mies an advantage which they would be 
certain to use against him. 
Is it' probable 
that a man v, ith bis political training 
would feel disposed to keep Blaine by his 
aide, especially if there be truth in the re­ 
port that he himself is a candidate for a 
second Executive term ’ 
W ould Blaine, 
had he been iu Arthur’s position, have 
done such a thing? 
It may be said that this is a very narrow 
way of looking at the situation. 
That 
assertion we do not deny, hut we say that 
those who accept 
“ machine” methods 
have no right to complain because others 
employ them also. 
The present condition 
of things in the Republican party is the 
legitimate 
consequence 
of 
adopting 
“ m achine” methods. 
Clique 
Govern­ 
ment is naturally evolved from “ machine" 
Government, and the latter has been ac­ 
cepted by Republicans generally as the 
only practical system of politics. 
Under 
Grant we came very near to the establish­ 
ment 
of 
a number of separate Gov­ 
ernments 
or 
satrapies, 
closely 
resem­ 
bling those semi-independent ones which 
Napoleon’s Marshals established in Spain 
at the beginning of the century. 
Logan 
and Cameron and Conkling and other bold 
political managers were then in a fair way 
to erect w iu t might have been permanent 
political sub-kingdoms. 
Even then the 
party did not until the very last moment 
seem to realize the dangers of the situation, 
but when its enlightenm ent 
came tfce 
whole scheme fell to pieces like a card- 
house. 
It might have been thought that 
this warning would have sufficed, but since 
no steps were taken to get rid of the 
agencies which had produced the abnormal 
growth, it was to be expected that other 
morbid developments would appear sub­ 
sequently. 
W e do not thiuk it can be asserted that 
if Garfield had lived there would have been 
an end to " m ach in e’’ politics. 
He was 
a very able man, but he was not a very 
firm cne, and it is extrem ely doubtful if 
he could have resisted, much more over­ 
come, 
?he powerful 
influences 
against 
which even Grant’s determination jiroved 
impotent. 
In fact we hold that it is a 
mere waste of tim e to declaim against 
the results of a system , so long as nothing 
is being done to reform the system itself. 
The “ machine” may always be relied on 
to produce the same general results, no 
matter who runs it. 
A Garfield machine 
would not have been preferable to an 
Arthur machine, save as regards some in­ 
dividual interests. 
The quarrels of cliques 
over matters of this kind, however, have 
no special significance for the American 
people, who have the best reason for say­ 
ing, “ A plague on both yonr houses!” 
W hat is needed is the elimination of the 
“ machine ” from politics. 
U ntil that end 
can be compassed, and until the voters are 
prepared to demand and insist upon it, all 
the denunciations uttered by disappointed 
politicians may very well be pissed by in­ 
differently, as meaning nothing more than 
that the “ o u ts” would like to be the 
“ ins,” though there is no ground for sup­ 
posing that they would g iv e .the country 
any better government. 
The friends of 
Arthur may not be the friends of Garfield, 
but all alike base their hopes upon, and 
regulate their policy by, the same “ ma- 
“ ch in e” methods. 


TEE 
JrSSE 
JAMES 
CASE. 


The Ford brothers, who murdered Jesse 
James, have pleaded guilty aud been sen­ 
tenced to death. 
It is understood that 
they bargained for a pardon in advance, 
however, and that they will bo liberated 
shortly. 
The action of Governor Critten­ 
den in this case has been very sharply 
criticised, and certainly thus far his de­ 
fenders have entirely failed to show any 
justification for his course. 
There seems 
no doubt that he 
did incite the Ford 
brothers to murder Jesse James, by prom­ 
ising them a heavy reward, and the fact 
that he has since sought to defend himself 
by reciting the many crimes committed by 
the dead desperado confirms the supposition 


th a t h e th o u g h t he h a d a rig h t to h ire a s­ 


sassins to “ dispose o f ” the dreaded rob­ 
ber. 
There can be no doubt that the “ re- 
“ m oval” of Jesse James s a good thing 
for the country which he had so long in­ 
fested, and all sympathy for him is wested, 
since it is undeniable that he was a cruel 
murderer and thief, whose life had been 
forfeited 
scores 
of 
times. 
But 
none 
of these considerations really touch the 
question of Governor Crittenden’s respon­ 
sibility, aud it seems possible that be may 
find his exoneration much more difficult 
than he thinks. 
The notioD, which ap­ 
pears quite prevalent, that Jesse James 
had been “ outlawed,” and that conse­ 
quently it was open to anyone to kill him, 
has really no foundation in fact. 
There is 
no such form of outlawry known to the 
American law. 
No man can forfeit his 
constitutional rights to the extent indi­ 
cated. 
N either under the United States 
Constitution nor those of any of the States 
is it permissible to procure the killing of 
even the worst ruffian by hired assassins. 
In short, Governor Crittenden has put him­ 
self into a very awk ward position ; but as 
these events occurred in Missouri, they 
w ill probably find a way out of the dilemma 
without impeaching or hanging the Execu­ 
tive. 
As for the Ford brothers, we shall 
be surprised if they are allowed to enjoy 
their reward long. 


LORDS AND COMMONS. 


The Marquis of Salisbury appears to be 
anxious for a trial of strength between 
Lords and Commons, and he will probably 
be accommodated if he can briDg his party 
to accept his latest doctrines. 
He has 
reached the remarkable conclusion that the 
House of Lords possesses the right to 
supervise the action of the House of Com­ 
mons, and he therefore proposes that, after 
the closure is adopted, the Lords shall re­ 
fuse to pass all bills which they may 
choose to pretend have not been sufficiently 
discussed in the lower house. 
It is not 
difficult to foresee the termination of so 
audacious an experiment. 
Gladstone is 
not the man to let the peers dictate his line 
of policy, nor will he suffer the prerogative 
of the Commons to be diminished in his 
hands. 
The real impotence of the Lords 
in government has been becoming more 
apparent than ever during the last ten 
years. 
Power has practically passed away 
from that chamber, which is all the weaker 
because of the popular distrust imposed by 
its aristocratic constitution. 
Nothing is 
more certain than that if it should now 
undertake to obstruct the ministerial pro­ 
gramme, especially with any covert or open 
design of shielding or benefiting the aris­ 
tocracy, it would either be reduced to 
submission by the arbitrary creation of 
enough new peers to constitute a Liberal 
majority, or its very existence would be 
assailed, not as heretofore, in a merely 
tentative 
and 
abstract way, 
but Beri- 
ously and formidably. 
It is indeed very 
doubtful whether the life of the House of 
Lords is not destined to be short in any 
event. 
For it is more of an anachronism 
every day, and the decline of veneration 
for aristocracy as such, and for the old 
feudal theories and ceremonies and forms, 
is constantly bringing into sharper relief 
the fact that as now constituted the Lords 
are of very little use in governing the 
country. 
W e have no doubt that Great 
Britain will retain the principle of the 
second chamber, 
whatever changes are 
effected in the future ; but all the tenden­ 
cies of the age point toward the substitu­ 
tion of a Senate modeled after that of the 
United States, for a body which has ceased 
to be in harmony with the times, and 
which cherishes ideas and dispositions cal­ 
culated to provoke and irritate the demo­ 
cratic spirit at every turn. 
A nobleman 
like the Marquis of Salisbury, moreover, 
obstinate and fulj of cla93 prejudices, may 
go a long way toward precipitating this 
change. 
The House of Commons will cer­ 
tainly never tolerate the policy which he 
proposes, and unless the Lords have sa­ 
gacity enough to refuse to put their heads 
in the trap prepared for them, no little 
trouble is liable to spring from this rash 
experiment.

THE 
CHINESE 
BILL 
IN 
THE 
H0Ü3E. 


The passage of the ten-year Chinese bill 
in the House by a vote of 201 to 37 shows 
that Congress is at last thoroughly alive to 
the importance of the measure, and gives 
something like assurance that should an­ 
other veto be ventured upon, it would be 
promptly overridden. 
Indeed the I’resi" 
dent can hardly oppose his individual ob­ 
jections a second tim e without inviting a 
conflict with Congress in which he would 
be sure to be worsted. 
The new bill has 
been drawn with the avowed intention of 
avoiding the objections to the first one, and 
all the circumstances justify the belief 
that when the Senate has acted upon it the 
President will sign it. It is to b e regretted 
that the House should have got into a 
wrangle over the bill, and that any partisan 
feeling should have been exhibited prior to 
the vote, but probably this could not have 
been avoided, inasmuch as each party has 
been trying to make political capital out 
of 
it. 
Fortunately very little 
oppor­ 
tunity was given for further discussion 
of the principle cf the bill, but Kasson, 
of Iowa, and one or two other member?, 
were 
determined 
to 
show 
that 
they 
favored unrestricted Chinese immigration. 
Nevertheless it is a decidedly encouraging 
sign that the more the Chinese question is 
discussed in Congress, the larger becomes 
the vote in behalf of the position taken by 
the Pacific States. 
W e have been impa­ 
tient on this coast, and not without roasoD, 
but we must remember that after all very 
little eduoational work has been done in 
this conncotion at the East, and consider­ 
ing the tenacity of the prejudices we had 
to encounter we ought to be rather aston­ 
ished at the celerity with which conviction 
has been carried to the minds of Congress­ 
men who had everything to learn on the 
subject. 
It is to be hoped that the Senate 
will not amend the bill in any material 
point, and that Senators Miller and Farley 
will push it to a vote as quickly as possi­ 
ble. 
For many and obvious reasons it is 
desirable to have the issuo settled for the 
time being without any further delay. 


A 
LONG 
TIME 
REALIZING 
IT. 


The San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
have been for two or three weeks wrestling 
with a proposition to banish the Chinese 
outside the city limits. 
They asked the 
opinion of the City Attorney, and he gave 
them one which had the rather curious 
defect of ignoring the only authority which 
could be held to determine the issue. 
A t 
last, however, their Judiciary Committee 
has painfully arrived at the conclusion that 
the Board cannot turn the Chinese out 
without violating treaty obligations. 
As 
this fact was perfectly conspicuous on the 
face of the proposition, it has taken a 
wonderfully long time for the Board to 
discover it. 
Perhaps, however, the Super­ 
visors did not like to recognize the superior 
weight and binding force of the treaty 
provisions too qnickly, lest some of their 
constituents, who are not good at distinc­ 
tions, should accuse them of being in the 
interest of the Chinese. 
Y'et it would 
appear that the treaty formed a sufficiently 
broad sh e lte r u n d er th e circu m sta n ces.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B o ard o f S upervisors.—The Board met 
at 10 A. M. yesterday, all the members pres­ 
ent. A. Barns appeared before the Board 
and complained of certain obstructions to the 
road leading from J street, at a point near 
the house of George Lurk, north to the lands 
of Mr. Burns. On motion of Mr. Bailey the 
Clerk was instructed to notify the Overseer 
of ltoad District No. 10 to remove all unlaw­ 
ful obstructions from said road. W. H. Foye 
presented a communication stating that he 
had tendered to Wendell Kaerth and B. VV. 
Wilder the amount of damages awarded in 
the condemnation of land in Bead District 
No. 13, and that they had refused it. It was 
then ordered that the District Attorney of 
the county commence proceedings to procure 
the right of way over the lands of Messrs. 
Kaerth and Wilder. Subsequently the latter 
accepted the amount awarded him. Mr. 
Wilson, at the afternoon session, moved that 
the Hall of Records be accepted as complete, 
ia accordance with the contract. Mr. Blair 
seconded it, and on a call of the roll it was 
unanimously adopted. On motion of Mr. 
Butler the iron bridge connected with the 
Hall of Records was accepted as complete.

SUNDAY-LAW MEETING. 
The Supporters of the Sunday Law De­ 
clare War Upon the Licensed Dealers— 
Resolutions and Speeches. 
A meeting called for all those in favor of 
law and order and the enforcement of the 
Sunday law was held at the Congregational 
Church last evening. About four hundred 
and fifty persons were in attendance and were 
very enthusiastic. W’hile the audiencs was 
assembling congregational singing was in­ 
dulged in, a circular sheet of songs issued by 
Dr. McDonald, of San Francisco, President 
of the Home Protective League, being used, 
and the audience being led by a tenor singer 
to the accompaniment of an organ presided 
over by John F. Cooper. The singing was 
very pleasing, and was very generally joined 
in by the audience. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock W. It. Strong called 
to order, and said the meeting had been called 
by many lovers of law and order who de­ 
sired action taken for the enforcement of the 
Sunday law and a consideration of the situa­ 
tion of the community in relation thereto. 
He called for nominations for Chairman, acd 
Rev. II. J. Becker was unanimously elected. 
On taking the chair he congratulated the 
audience that it was a law and order meeting; 
over no other would he consent to preside, 
A vampire is manifesting itself in the com­ 
munity, fed by money. It is for the people 
to say whether it shall live and disorder pre­ 
vail. There were those present who would 
Bpeak of the evils of the traffic that opposes 
law and order aud 
PROPER DECORUM 
In the community. He regr/tted that a still 
greater number of citizens bad not turned out 
to manifest the disposition of the community 
in regard to this matter. It is fear only, 
with a great many men, that keeps them 
back from taking part in tüis movement. 
The Chair then invited Rev. T. 8. Duud to 
invoke tha divine blessing on the cause in the 
interest of which the meeting was called. 
Mr. D udu then offered a fervent prayer 
that God would bless every effort to check 
the evils of intemperance. 
Sparrow Smith was then elected Secretary 
of the meeting. 
Peter Bohl moved that the Chairman ap­ 
point a committee of five on resolutions, aud 
it being carried, the Chair named Rev. A. J. 
Hansen, J. L. Hnntoon, W. W. Marvin, S. 
Katzenstein and N. N . Denton, aud the 
committee retired to consult. The Chair 
then introduced 
COLONEL LONO, 
Of Kentucky, as the first speaker. 
He 
spoke of the right of the people to assemble 
and discuss public affairs without interrup­ 
tion. This is a Government of the people, 
by the people, for the people. The sentiment 
to govern the land must come from the plow- 
handle holder, the desk, workshop and farm— 
the law abiding people. He believed in a 
Government of wise restraints [applause]; a 
beneficent brotherhood of men seeking to 
better each other [applause] and to advance 
the common weal. The sanctions of statute 
law come from the law of God—that sacred 
book, the Bible. A principle Í3 at the bot­ 
tom of all government, inherent in the gov­ 
erning power, giving it the right to protect 
the life, liberty and property and promote 
the peace and prosperity of the people. [Ap­ 
plause ] That right is possessed by this 
State. A State that relegates that power to a 
minority for its prostitution is ready for bar­ 
barism. [Applause.] It is a question whether 
the rum shop shall have the right to open its 
doors and go on with its brawliDg, 
close by tha walls of Zion, to shock 
aud shame the lovers of peace aud order. 
When Californians say they can’t enforce the 
Sunday law, they confess there is here a 
power for evil greater than all the powers of 
good. He did not l>elieve it. [Applause.] 
It could not be that the people of this Goldeu 
State had not tha power to protect their fire 
side3 against the ccmmou foe. He would not 
be on the platform if it was a question con­ 
fined to California—no, it is a question for 
the nation. He did not claim to be 
one or tiie goody co o d t kind, 
But he was a friend of the Sunday law, and 
for one proposed to Etand by the laws of his 
countiy. LApplause.] The right to defy, 
violate and nullify cue law, logically leads up 
to the right to violate, defy and r.ffllify all or 
any laws, and that leads to anarchy, and no 
man can deny the logic of it. [Applause.] 
It is a great misfortune fcr society that there 
or some clever men in the wl.isky business. 
Continental customs have beeu obtaining 
with us, while there has been much laxity of 
laws for the protection of peace, the homes aud 
the Sabbath cf the land. Men have landed on 
these Bhores who have brought tbeir customs, 
and now say we are trying to gag them and 
deprive them of their rights; but in truth 
they are, with their foreign ideas, infringing 
our right, until they have made liberty 
licen-e. Not all foreigners, however, are ho 
arraigned, but many favor preservation of 
the Sabbath. He was for Sunday keeping, 
because every whisky seller is in for breaking 
it. [Applause.] Every political party can 
afford to do right; every individual can 
afford to do right. 
NO MAN IN SACRAMENTO 
Should fear to do right. [Applause ] He 
admired the liquor dealers for their candor, 
boldness and fearlessness, and he read from 
the R ecord-U nion to show that the licentel 
dealers’ meeting Monday night had resolvsd 
to support no man for the Legislature who 
would not promise to vote for a repeal of the 
Sunday law, and to that end politics should 
be with them secondary. 
Tho speaker 
wanted to thunder 
that 
battle - cry 
of the enemy in the ears of every 
sober and 
law - lo\ing 
man in the 
land. 
They declare the Sunday law is 
not American liw. What, then, is it? They 
declare that it is unconstitutional. Ah, there 
is the gage of battle; that sounds like tho 
rattle of musketry on the threshold of the 
battle-field—of right and morals and sobriety 
and law. Are you ready to march to the 
fray? [Great app!au-e. ] He ridiculed many 
of the Christian people who want to swim, 
but keep out of the water. They must get 
down into the fight. They have strength 
eunugh in Sacramento to win. Get down 
into the fight and tho whisky-men will respect 
you. [Applause.] Nopermanfnt good was 
ever gained by compromise with the wroDg. 
To make a good fight measure the propor­ 
tions of the antagonist, and then examine 
your weapons. You must meet tiro with fire, 
money with moncy, and if the Sunday law in 
California fails, remember it will be because 
it will have been murdered ia the house of 
its friends. [Applause.] 
A collection to defray expenses was then 
taken up. 
tiie resolutions. 
Rev. Mr. Hansen then read the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions. As he rea I 
the various resolutions they were loudly ap­ 
! plauded : 
Wuzrkas, It is an established fact that the well­ 
being oí society, and the stability of our republican 
institutions and Government, are dependent upc-n 
the faithful observance of our laws ; and whereas, 
we do heartily believe in sustaining all American 
institutions, of which a rest-day secured to all 
classes by stat ute is one very much esteemed by the 
nation at large ; and whereas, the Supreme Court of 
this Mate, our highest Judicial authority, Las de­ 
cisively affirmed the constitutionality of tin- statute 
commonly known as the hundav law of California ; 
and whertas, we have ascertained that there is an 
sp.ailing amount of crime and an enormousincrease 
of tiie burdens of taxation traceable directly to the 
vioiation of these statuti s ; therefore 
Resolved, 1—That, as citizens, we do most earn­ 
estly protest against the flagrant attemj t of the 
Licensed Liquor Dealers Association, i f this city, 
to override the laws of California, and do pronounce 
their combination f--r this purpose a bold conspiracy 
against the welfare of society, and a rebellion 
against the communw-ealth of California. 
AV.- ired 2 -That we do most emphatically deny 
the right of any man, or combination of men, to 
lay upon their fell-jw-citlzensof this State the extra 
harden of taxation caused directly or indirectly by 
the violation of these laws.

Wee then introducid. He had been asked 
to txplaiu why the juries failed to convict for 
violation of the Sunday law. Tnat was too 
great a puzzle for him. He thought one 
reason was that tho jurors did not respect 
their oathp [appiaute]; end second, that 
Judge McFailami convinced the juries that 
they were above the Supreme Court of the 
State. [Applause] The speaker sketched 
tie history of the litigation relative to the 
SGnday law, and stated how often the Su­ 
prema Court had held it constitutional, and 
who wcie the Judges who so held. From 
1881 Ike (tecisi.n ot the Supreme Court up­ 


holding the law has stood unshaken. In Oc­ 
tober last the new Supreme Court, sitting in 
bank, had again held 
THE LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 
And affirming the decision in 1861. There 
was then not a dissenting Judge of the Couit 
in bank, and there must have been four cf 
them. This year the case again came up and 
four Judges held again in favor of the law 
and three Judges dissented. He regarded 
the declarations of the L ’cecsed Dealers’ 
Association to resist the law hv any and ail 
means to be revolutionary. When he read 
the declaration be felt like running for the 
Legislature. One juror had told him he 
would not find a verdict of guilty where the 
public sentiment was against the law. He 
asked how about his oath, and how did he 
know what is the public sentiment? The 
jury has nothing to do with the law. It has 
to find only the facts—and those facts were 
admitted in open Court, and yet the swern 
jurors refused to find in accordance with the 
facte. Such verdicts cannot be reconciled 
with common sense or common honesty—yet 
the jurors, or most of them, are good citizens. 
MRS. EMILY FITTS STEVENS 
Was called for and responded. She said she 
didn’t know much about law, but women pro­ 
fessed to be law-abiding. She believed in her 
country and its institutions, and while the 
accident of birth didn’t amount to much, she 
was glad she was born iu America under 
American law. [Applause.] In San Fran­ 
cisco the Leagues of Freedom are made up 
mainly of foreigners. The Secretary of that 
organization there had said they were not 
fighting on principle, but because the 
wholesalers could not get their money 
unless the saloons could stay open on 
Sunday. 
Were 6he a man and a voter 
she would stand up for the law. The tem­ 
perance people abided by the law when the 
local option law was held unconstitutional ; 
let the liquor sellers follow, andsubmit to the 
Sunday law that is held to be constitutional. 
Could a test vote be taken the majority of 
the people are in favor of the Sunday law and 
home protection. The enemy will find the 
people are terribly in earnest. Over in Wood- 
land.the law and order people wonfapplnuse]; 
and down in Vallejo they won on a square 
issue as to the Sunday law only last week. 
She appealed in the name of God and hu­ 
manity to the people to stand up for their 
rights, the enforcement of the law and the 
protection of homes. Stand up and dare to 
resist the power that is making 20,000 boys in 
California drunkards. [Applause ] 
THE VOTE. 
. 
Rev. Mr. Hansen hoped ths resolutions 
would be acted on by a rising vote. He gave 
notice that a Home Protection Society would 
ba organized. He said the friends cf the law 
meant business, and the politicians were go­ 
ing to have a lively time on this question, and 
the men who want to have a foothold iu the 
future had better lock to it where they step 
now. | Applause.] The friends of the law 
had resolved to fight fire with fire, and blood 
with blood, and money with money. 
The vote was taken, and the entire au­ 
dience, with but few exceptions, rose in the 
affirmative, and none in the negative. 
Mr. Strong suggested that all willing to 
join the Home League remain at adjournment 
and sign a roll. It was added that women 
would be accepted as members. 
Tho meeting then adjourned, and large 
numbers came up and put down their names 
for the new eociety. 
TEE LARGEST LOCOMOTIVE IH THE 
WORLD. 
There has just been completed at the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad works in this city a 
locomotive of gigantic proportion?, destined 
for the heavy grades of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. The work has been done in the 
meet complete manner, and the engine is 
well proportioned, not shuwing to a casual 
glance that she is so immense. A. J. Ste­ 
vens, General Master Mechanic, designed and 
superintended the construction; George A. 
Stoddard, Chitf Draughtsman of the works, 
made the drawings to carry out Mr. Stevens’ 
ideas. The trial trip was a success, and Sac­ 
ramento can now boast of a successful inau­ 
guration ot locomotive building. 
The boiler was made by Chas. H. Hooper, 
foreman of the boiler shop, under tho direc­ 
tion cf Mr. Stevens, of the following di­ 
mensions : Thickness cf the shell, 7-16 of an 
inch. Otis steel; whole length of boiler over 
all, 29 feet 2j inches ; shell 60 inches in diam­ 
eter, 17 feet long, containing JC6 tubes 2] 
inches in diameter; fire-hax, 108 inches long 
by 56 inches deep, made ot 5-16 of an inch 
steel—being thinner than the outside shell so 
as to make steam easier ; combustion cham­ 
ber, 53 inches long by 36 inches deep. The 
crown sheet is supported by 37 bars, made of 
best bar iron, 5 by j inches, placed 4 inches 
apart, each bar supported by two slings 
strung to the wagon top of the boiler by two 
3tays. The Btay-bolts in the fire-box and 
combustion chamber are ¿ of an inch in diam­ 
eter, and perforated with a 3-16 cf an inch bole. 
The dome is 26 inches in diameter and 40 
inches high. The smoke arcli is 50 inches in 
diameter and 37 inches long. 
The whole 
weight cf tho boiler, complete, is 14 tons. 
The cylinder of tire engine is 19 inches in 
diameter ; stroke of piston, 30 inches. There 
is an independent cut-off valve working ou 
the back or top of the main valve, which is a 
double valve with a double exhaust at each 
end of the cylinder worked by six eccentrics. 
Two on each side work the link motion, and 
one on each side works the cut-off on the 
cylinder. There is a steam cylinder in tho 
cab attached to the reverting lever to enable 
the engineer to work the reversing gear easily, 
also a cylinder on one side to work the steam- 
brakes, which are attached to three pairs of 
the driving wheels. There are four pairs of 
driving wheels, 4 feet 6 inches in diameter, 
two pairs of which are flanged to hold the en­ 
gine on the track, and the others blank. 
There is an instrument attached to the back 
of the tender connecting with the draw-bar, 
called a dynomometer, to test the strength 
and pulling capacity of the engine. 
The 
weight on the driving-wheels ¡b 53 tons ; on 
the forward truck, 
tons ; whole weight cf 
tho engine with water, exclusive of tender, 
61 ¡ tons. The criving-wheel base on track i? 
15 feet 9 inches. Capacity of tender, 3,000 
gallons of water and 5 tons of coal. This en­ 
gine is nearly all of an original design, and 
not copied from Eastern manufacturers. The 
double valves are an invention of Mr. Steverm, 
and are a new idea for a locomotive engine.

D e a d . 
S alinas, April 18th.—About half past 5 o’clock 
last Sunday evening Mrs. Jane Dorris, wife of Wil­ 
liam A. Dorris, residing in Corral de Tierra, a dis­ 
trict ten miles from Salinas, returned from a neigh­ 
bor's and found her daughter Maggie, aged between 
13 an i 14 years, lying at full length on her face on 
the floor. * At firat Mrs. Dorris thought the girl was 
asleep, spoke to her and tried to awaken her, but in 
vain. 
The m other, becoming alarmed, ran out of 
the house and called out to a man named William 
Switzer, who had brought her home in his wagon, 
to come in and see what was the m atte/ with Maggie. 
Mr. Switzer went into the hou?e, turned the wirl 
over on her back and found th at she was dead. 
There was no evidence whatever of a struggle hav­ 
ing taken place. 
The girl’s clothing was in perfect 
order, and h er hair was not disheveled. 
A book 
which she had apparently been reading when deat h 
came upon her was lying by ber side on the floor. 
The only m arks of external injury were a slight 
abrasure of the skin on her right cheek and t imple, 
and some light bruises on the knuckles of both h tr 
hands. About the time th a t the death of the girl took 
place a Chinaman and a white boy were milking 
cows in a corral some 75 or SO yards from the resi­ 
dence, and Mr. Davis, who was Maggie’s stepfather, 
was, w ith three smaller chileren, a t another house 
between 390 and 400 yards away. 
All sorts of wild 
rum ors went abroad, and the people of the neigh 
borhood and of Salinas b:cam e highly excited over 
the affair, and flocked in great num bers to the scene 
of the tragedy. 
The Coroner, w*ho is also a promi­ 
nent physician, summoned a ju ry of six citizens to 
inquire into the cause of the death of the deceased. 
'T he inquest commenced yesterday and was con­ 
cluded to-day. 
Five of the jurors signed a verdict 
to the effect that the deceased m et a violent death 
at the hands of some perso» or j'ersons unknow n. 
The foreman dissented, and filed a separate opinion 
to 
the 
effect 
th at 
the 
girl 
came 
to her 
death 
from 
natural 
causes. 
The 
Coroner, 
who 
made 
a 
post 
m ortem 
examination 
of the brain of deceased, concur» with the foreman 
in his new cf the m atter. Their theory is th at the 
girl was stricken with apoplexy, which resulted in 
almost, if not quite, instantaneous death, and that 
she fell forward, bruising her face and hands on a 
sewing machine against which she fell. The de­ 
ceased was of abnormal gro x th . 
She w as less than 
14 years of age and weighed over ISO pounds, which 
would seem to support the apoplexy theory. 
Two 
other physicians who made a subsequent post mortem 
examination concur in the m ajority verdict of death 
by foul means. 
The funeral took place this after­ 
noon, and was largely attended by the sorrowing 
relatives and friends of the bereaved family.
